One of the Kennedy campaign 
pledges was that he would name, 
insofar as it would be humanly

ably to date, and of the diplo- 
matic appointments made, none is 
more gratifying than that of 
George F. Kennan to be ambas- 
sador to Yugoslavia. He is a for- 
mer envoy to Russia and was 
chief of the Policy Planning Staff 
in the Department of State. His 
“containment policy” was one 
which worked well in the imme- 
diate post-war years. He gives up 
a position at the Institute of Ad- 
vanced Studies (Princeton), to 
take this assignment. 


Able Mind 


Kennan generally is regarded 
as possessing one of the most 
discerning and able minds in the 
department. The late James For- 
restal, secretary of defense, is 
credited with “discovering” Ken- 
nan. A long analysis of the So- 
viet Union written in early 1946 
when he, Kennan, was the Ameri- 
can charge d'affaires at Moscow, 
came to Forrestal’s attention. It 
was entered by Forrestal in his 
diary and described by him as 
“exactly the kind of job for 
which he had looked vainly else- 
where in the government.” His- 
tory has confirmed all the young 
diplomat had to say in that paper.

Return of Ambassador Kennan 
is a display of confidence in 
President Kennedy's will to act 
and explore. In “‘Foreign Affairs” 
a distinguished quarterly review 
to which President Kennedy him- 
self has contributed, along with 
other statesmen of the world, Mr. 
Kennan discussed, a year ago, 
“Disengagement Revisited.” The 
article concerned itself largely 
with the problem of Germany, 
West Berlin and the NATO com- 
mitments. 


In the light of the new admin- 
istration’s proper determination 
to explore whether there is a pos- 
sibility to obtain disarmament 
agreements, and possibly others, 
with the U.S.S.R., Mr. Kennan’s 
general conclusions are of inter- 
est. He said of the Kremlin:

. . . It is simply not true 
that the Soviet Government is 
not ‘obliged to take any account 
of world opinion or domestic 
opinion, or to pay any debt what- 
soever, in the formulation of its 
policies, to the outward appear- 
ance of consistency and fidelity 
to obligation. The degree to which 
it has made the cause of ‘peace’ 
and ‘noninterference’ the basis of 
its propaganda, internally and 
externally, already represents a 
form of commitment to opinion 
within the Communist orbit and 
throughout the non-European 
world more serious than is gen- 
erally recognized in the West. 


“This is not to say that public 
opinion of this sort represents a 
force which could permanently 
inhibit Soviet policy in any vital 
matter: but it is a factor which 
cannot be wholly ignored or too 
abruptly and cavalierly treated 
by Soviet policy makers at any 
given point. It is also important 
to remember that now, in con- 
trast to previous decades, Soviet 
power operates within the frame- 
work of a genuine alliance. The 
other members of that alliance 
are not exactly the spineless, anx- 
ious slaves of Russian whim that 
some of us like to picture them 
as being. Moscow, for various 
reasons, cannot habitually play 
fast and loose with their interests 
without jeopardizing the unity and 
strength of the Communist bloc.” 


These conclusions by Mr. Ken- 
nan are obviously more pertinent 
today than when written a year 
ago. The fact their author will be 
in Yugoslavia, a Communist na- 
tion dissenting from the Moscow 
line and direction, is a heartening 
one. It points up the meaningful- 
ness to the nation of the kept 
pledge to make such appoint- 
ments. None knows what can be 
done with the awesome problems 
which confront us. But it is heart- 
ening to know competent men will 
be used.

WASHINGTON—President Kennedy submitted to Congress Thurs- 
day a wide-ranging program ‘“‘to set us firmly on the road to full 


recovery and sustained growth.” 


His message included news that 


unemployment had risen again in January, but less than usual for 


The President’s message was 
his first package of specific pro- 
posals. It requested legislation 
and announced administration ac- 
tion to relieve the unemployed 
and the aged, to spur recovery 
from the recession, and to stimu- 
late growth at a rate of some- 
thing more than 3% per cent per 
year. It made no estimate of cost, 
but officials said it would be less 
than $5 billion. 


“Our nation has been falling 
further and further short of its 
economic capabilities,” Kennedy 
said. ‘“‘We cannot expect to make 
good in a day or even a year the 
accumulated deficiencies of sev- 
eral years.” It requires, he said, 
“a program that goes well be- 
yond anti-recession measures.”

Rep. Tom Sangster’s bill to curb 
drag racing on public roads passed 
the House Thursday without op- 
position. 


The 111-0 vote followed the 
Dooly County legislator’s appeal 
for enactment to “help put a stop

Sangster said the bill has

A relatively minor amendment 
was tacked onto the bill. As orig- 
inally drawn, the measure provid- 
ed for automatic driver’s license 
suspension in cases where anyone 
had pleaded nolo contendre or 
guilty or had been convicted. The 
amendment excluded nolo con- 
tendre pleas. 


The bill covers anyone who par- 
ticipates in a drag race on a 
public road “in any manner what- 
soever.”’

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Recess Is Better 
Than Hasty Action 


The legislature was wise to recess 
rather than leap to any hasty conclusion 
raising teacher pay. 

Gov. Vandiver naturally withheld joy. 
He obviously would prefer for the legisla- 
tors to accept the budget he drew up as 
the best one possible, as it may be. 

But teacher pressure and the return of 
pursestring power to the House this year 
encouraged the Appropriations Commit- 
tee to examine the governor’s figures 
closely.

Refusal of the committee to recom- 
mend a phony teacher raise out of non- 
existent revenues is commendable.

Why Worsen Injustice 
Of Chargeback Base? 


All Georgia counties which are grow- 
ing and which have made an attempt to 
value property realistically for taxation 
would be penalized in various degrees by 
the proposal to raise teachers’ salaries 
$100 through a one-mill chargeback in- 
crease. 

Supt. John W. Letson of Atlanta 
schools has spelled out what it would cost 
the Atlanta system. This system, which 
already bears about two-thirds of its to- 
tal costs through local funds, would lose 
an additional $367,647 in state funds. An- 
other $90,000 would have to be raised to 
give the salary hike to non-state allotted 
teachers. The city’s already high school 
tax levy would have to be increased. 

Every county which has had an in- 
crease in its tax digest would have a cor- 
responding penalty under this foolish 
chargeback formula which in practice 
discourages loca] effort. These counties, 
not the state, would foot the bill for the 
pay raise as they did when the charge- 
back was unfrozen under the Griffin ad- 
ministration. 

We have endorsed heartily the idea 
of greater local support for schools on a 
statewide basis. But this proposal would 
increase the inequities even more and 
postpone the day when the real problem 
of tax equalization inevitably must be 
faced. 

The sooner the legislature faces the 
fact that if Georgia equalled the na- 
tional average in local support of schools 
we could pay better than the national 
average in salaries, the quicker this 
problem will be resolved.

The People Will Back 
Kennedy Recovery Plan 


The Kennedy program for economic 
recovery is in large measure sound and 
should pass. 

The President proposes to cut unem- 
ployment by raising buying power rather 
than letting further production cuts mul- 
tiply the unemployment.

Conservatives 
Have Power, Too 


WASHINGTON—The hair-breadth majority by 
which the House approved Speaker Rayburn’s 
proposal to break the conservative blockade of 


legislation in the Rules Committee gave President estisdy nd the 
speaker the power they sought. But the price both paid was in 


prestige. 

This cost may prove to be 
quickly recoverable, or a small 
debit which will be canceled by 
a large favorable political bal- 
ance for the administration when 
its score in the 87th Congress is 
computed. In politics even the 
narrowest victory in a struggle 
for power has a weakening effect 
on the opposition. Nevertheless, 
once the President and his politi- 
cal advisers concluded that the 
House battle would be lost unless 
his prestige at home and abroad 
was made the corollary issue, 
they required a large majority 
to liquidate the risk. Instead, the

Kennedy Shouldn’t Make 
Hero Out of Rep. Powell 


As the fight over the Rules Committee amply showed, President 
Kennedy and his administration are fully aware of the ‘need to 
maintain as close and favorable a connection as possible between 


the White House and the Congress. 


But even the most desperate 


exigencies of the legislative situation do not excuse the political 
depths to which the new administration subjected itself (recently ) 
in doing obeisance to the prospective chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor, Rep. Adam Clayton Powell of New 


York. 
Powell’s eight House terms 
have been distinguished for noth- 


ing except their unusually high 
rate of absenteeism. When he 
votes, he votes on the “liberal” 
side, but despite his extravagant 
oratory, Powell has no clear rec- 
ord of legislative achievement; 
and it is recognized, as one of 
his colleagues says, that “he 
hardly ever does any committee 
work.” Yet through the inexor- 
able law of seniority this con- 
gressman who is still under in- 
dictment for evasion of Federal 
income taxes is about to become 
chairman of a major House com- 
mittee through which some of the 
administration’s most important 
domestic bills will pass. 

This is of course the principal 
reason—but it is an insufficient 
reason — why President Kennedy 
addressed to Powell a telegram 
describing how “Adam and I 
have worked together and cam- 
paigned together since we entered 
Congress in 1947.” It is of course

President Awaits 


More Prestige 


WASHINGTON — President 


Kennedy's 
State of the Union message—an appeal to the 
country as well as to Congress—expressed a 


first 


notable combination of candor and caiition, daring and restraint. 
No President in our times has issued a sterner call to duty and at 
the same time a more modest call to action. 


One veteran Washington cor- 
respondent described it as a con- 
frontation of the Kennedy “‘philos- 
ophy of urgency”’ and the Eisen- 
hower ‘‘philosophy of modera- 
tion.” 


It strikes me that the real con- 
frontation is between the Ken- 
nedy words of urgency and the 
Kennedy program of moderation. 


Within the terms of the Presi- 
dent’s own address it is hard to 
see that his measured proposals 
are equal to his description of 
the gravity of our dangers and 
needs. 

I am not saying that Kennedy 
is wrong or unwise in asking so 
little of Congress. His prudence 
may well be based on the political 
circumstances of his election. But 
the modesty of the measure he 
says will be shortly forthcoming 
does not quite correspond to the 
tone of “blood, sweat, and tears” 
which he uses to describe the 
crises now surrounding us from 
the Congo to Cuba. 


He pictures the nation’s prob- 
lems—an economy in trouble, a 
NATO alliance in disarray, an 
“unfavorable tide’ in Southeast 
Asia, news which will “be worse 
before it is better’’—as ‘‘tower- 
ing and unprecedented.’’ But 
there is little that is towering or 
unprecedented in what he is call- 
as on Congress and the people 
to do. 


I believe that this disparity— 
if I am right in calling it a 
disparity—should be recognized. 
One of the following is implicit: 

That Kennedy has overstated 
the urgency of problems. 

That he has not understated the 
problems but has underestimated 
what needs to be done. 

That he fully believes that 
much more needs to be asked of 
the country and of the Congress, 
but feels he does not yet possess 
the political prestige and the na- 
tional influence to ask for more 
at this time. 

I would think that the latter 
judgment reflects the President's 
position. 

I see no reason to be critical 
of the White House for acting 
prudently. Kennedy is a sensitive 
and shrewd political leader and it 
may well be that the excruciating 
candor with which he outlines the 
uncertainties ahead is designed 
to build public acceptance for 
measures he will want to take 
later. 

Obviously Kennedy does not : 
need to fulfill all his pledges the 
first three months or even the 
first three years. Our goals need 
to be farther than our reach. But 
I found it hard to escape the feel- 
ing from the State of the Union 
address that President Kennedy 
is a man of far greater modera- 
tion in action than he is in words,

A Thrill for Hometowners, Too 


Sightseeing in one’s hometown is a kind of special privilege. Maybe we dont 
think to do it often enough. Most of us would never have taken a look at the 
Cyclorama, for instance, if it hadn’t been for the necessity of entertaining some 


out-of-town visitor. As for just poking around looking at our town in its various moods and lights, 
seeing what’s new and appraising the old, it’s rare that most citizens step out of the familiar, daily 


furrow to do that. 


For that reason those of us 
who were locals on the legis- 
lative trip to the airport the 
other day had the time of our 
lives. The buses took us places 
we won't be likely to traverse 
again—along the edge of the 
field, past the jet “‘blast fence,”’ 
past the mile-and-a-half runway 
with planes coming and going 
all around us like Carolina 
grasshoppers.

Air Force Base, and 
marvelled at the way the fire- 
men, looking like spacemen in 
silver suits, walked into the 
blaze.

Ends Oddly

All along, scores of members have been calling it 
“the funniest session” ever of the General Assembly— 
and, to employ an ancient differentiation, they meant 
funny-odd, not funny-haha—but even the phlegmatic 
and the unphilosophical were jolted Thursday. 


The “funny” 1961 session, to the 
surprise and bewilderment but 
eventual approval of most mem- 
bers, came to an abrupt halt.

CONTRIBUTIONS — For fed- 
eral income tax purposes, the de- 
duction for charitable contribu- 


tions is limited to 20 per cent of 
the taxpayer’s adjusted gross in- 
come for the year. However, the 
limitation is 30 per cent if the ex- 
tra 10 per cent consists of contri- 
butions to a church, an education- 
al organization, an exempt hos- 
pital or a medical research in- 
stitution. 


The limitation set by the State 
of Georgia is 15 per cent of ad- 
justed gross income. 


You may deduct a contribution 
only if it is made to or for the 
use of: (1) a municipality, state, 
U.S. possession or the United 
States, (2) a. charity organized 
and operated exclusively for re- 
ligious, charitable, scientific, lit- 
erary or educational purposes, 
(3) war veterans’ organization 


pliances and furniture), the de- 
duction is limited to 6 per cent of 
the average unpaid balance un- 
der the contract during the year. 


TAXES — If you are a taxpay- 
er, not all taxes are deductible. 


Those that are deductible in- 
clude the following: State income 
taxes (on the federal return, but 
not on the state return); city, 
state and county property taxes; 
sales taxes; auto licenses and 
state gasoline taxes (on federal 
return only). 


Taxes that are not deductible 
include social security taxes, fed- 
eral excise and luxury taxes, fed- 
eral gasoline taxes, self - em- 
ployment taxes, federal income, 
estate and gift taxes, and federal 
stamp taxes. On your Georgia re- 
turn only, you may deduct the 


federal excise tax on theater tick-

such as those resulting from 
storm, floods, shipwreck, fire or 
some event due to a sudden, un- 
expected or unusual cause. 


You may also deduct damages 
to your automobile (not reim- 
bursed by insurance) resulting 
from a collision, whether or not 
due to your negligence, as well as 
losses from theft or embezzle- 
ment. The ice storm in Atlanta 
last winter left casualty losses 
such as burst water pipes, bro- 
ken trees, etc. 


The measure of a casualty loss 
is the difference between the 
property before and after the 
casualty. It is often desirable to 
obtain competent appraisals for 
this purpose; the cost of such ap- 
praisals is a deductible expense. 
Sometimes the cost of repairs 
simply restore the property to its 
condition just before the loss. 


MISCELLANEOUS DEDUC- 
TIONS — Under this category 
you may deduct such items as 
employment agency fees, union 
dues, uniform purchases’ and 
maintenance (‘provided the uni- 
forms are such as are not usable 
anywhere but on the job), fees 
paid for the preparation of income 
tax returns and local travel ex- 
pense incurred un behalf of your 
employer and not reimbursed. 
The latter deduction applies if you 
are not an “outside salesman’; 
if you are an outside salesman, 
you may claim the deduction on 
page 1 of the return in reduction 
of your gross income. 


As a final note, you should keep 
in mind that the burden of prov- 
ing the deductions you claim falls 
on you. It is suggested that you 
retain ample evidence (such as 
receipts, canceled checks, books 
of account or daily log books) of 
your claimed deductions in the 
event a state or federal agent 
should question them.

My strong feeling is that this 
child should be seen by a psycholo- 
gist, or child guidance clinic, or 
the like.

The child may or may not need 
therapy. Perhaps disclosing to the 
parents some blind spot in their 
approach to the problem or un- 
covering some rather simple fam- 
ily situation may be the answer. 


The child, poor jittery young- 
ster, needs help, for incessant 
thumb sucking at 7 is a danger 
sign and looking into the past, 
constant crying in a tiny baby is 
not normal and is not due to 
“nerves.” 


Unless some organic disease, as 
hyperthyroidism, is present, a 
child is not naturally ‘‘nervous.” 
Something has to instill it. 


Every time I open my mouth 
to take a bite of food, my jaw 
cracks. I feel no pain but it 
seems more annoying lately. 
I asked my dentist but he gave 
no indication it was due to my 
teeth. Should I see a physician? 
—Mrs. J. S. 


Jaw-cracking usually is the re- 
sult of some looseness in the sock- 
et—just as some people can make 
their knuckles pop, or are ‘‘double- 
jointed.’”” Sometimes malocclusion 
—that is, when the teeth do not 
meet properly—contributes to this, 
but since your dentist did not find 
that to be the case, I see no cause 
for any further action.

If it loses 
to the jack, he re-enters dummy 
and finesses against the king. He 
loses two tricks only if West has 
both the king and jack. 


2. With nine spades, declarer 
now does not take two finesses, 
for this will cost him two tricks 
if West holds king-jack-small or 
king-jack doubleton. The best bet 
is to lay down the ace. This loses 
two tricks if East holds king- 
jack-small, but not if East holds 
king-jack doubleton, since the 
jack will fall. 


3. Declarer plays out the ace 
and king, hoping to find a 33 
split or to drop the jack or queen. 
He loses two tricks only if either 
a holds four to the queen- 
ack. 


4. South makes his heart game 
by a safety play to guard against 
a 41 trump split (West’s takeout 
double suggests a heart single- 
ton.) South must discard, losing 
diamonds on dummy’s spades, 
but if, after trumping the third 
club, he leads out two or three 
high hearts and then plays 
spades, East will interrupt the 
run of the suit by ruffing and de- 
clarer will be unable to re-enter 
dummy to cash the spade suit. 


Declarer therefore plays the 
ace and a low heart, losing to 
the jack. If East returns a club, 
declarer will ruff in dummy, lead 
a diamond to the ace, draw 
trumps and run the spades, los- 
ing two clubs and a heart trick.

Law Voted 


House Approves 


Measure, 128-5 


A man who neglects his chil- 
dren for 12 months may have 
them adopted without his consent, 
under a bill passed by the House 
Thursday.

natural father, by a year-long 
period of neglect and non-support 
had abandoned his children, 


_ Rep. James Mackay of DeKalb 
employed a technicality—a House 
rule requiring that bills an 
amendments be printed and dis- 


sage — to block a bill by Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty requiring 
bonds and license for bill col- 
lectors. 


Rep. Twitty said the bill was 
to protect firms against collec- 
tion agencies “‘from Chicago and 
New York” which collect bills in 
Georgia and vanish. He said 
agencies already operating in the 
state would be automatically li- 
censed. 


Rep. Mackay took the floor in 
opposition to the measure on the 
ground that it would place the 
burden of a $2,500 bond on widows 
and other individuals who earn a 
living by collecting bills. 


“Who's going to write a bond 
on a collection agency in the 
first place?” Mackay demanded. 
“The people who hire collectors 
are the ones to regulate this.” 


A rash of amendments which 
would make the bill not apply to 
justices of the peace or to coun- 
ties under 40,000 population broke 
out and Mackay invoked the rule 
requiring that amendments be 
printed. Twitty moved to suspend 
the rule but was defeated by a 
vote of 50 to 70. Later Mackay by 
agreement with the floor leader 
moved to postpone action on the 
bill until the House reconvenes 
Feb. 20. 


Underpass 
On Moreland 
Opens Soon 


A 25-year-old dream—construc- 
tion of an underpass beneath the 
Georgia Railroad and DeKalb 
Avenue—will become a_ reality 
next June, city construction chief 
Ray Nixon said Thursday. 


Contractors informed Nixon 
that the project, extending .56 
miles on Moreland Avenue from 
Brantley Street to Little Five 
Points, will be completed the lat- 
ter part of June at a total cost 
of $1,927,105. 


Atlanta, DeKalb County and the 
State Highway Department are 
participating in the project.

Expected to Cost 
City $367,645 


A proposed one-mill charge- 
back to give Georgia teachers a 
salary increase of $100 a year 
would cost Atlanta schools $367,- 
645 on the present scale of state 
payments.

The Jackpot Shot 


The next three days are a cinch to be the longest 
of Don January’s golfing life. He’ll have $25,000 at 
stake every time a rival pro uncorks a drive on par 
three holes in the Palm Springs Classic. 


On the second day of February, January deposited a $50,000 
ace in the No. 15 cup at Indian Wells Country Club. If one of his 
126 cohorts scores a hole-in-one, January must split the loot. 


January will be extremely jittery 
when Art Wall approaches the tees. 
Wall has sunk an unbelievable total 
of 35 aces during his career. Until 
Thursday afternoon January had never 
made a hole-in-one in 24 years of golf.

It was a fortunate stroke of luck 
that he hadn’t. Otherwise, he’d prob- 
ably have to share the wealth, as Joe 
Campbell did last year. The pros 
customarily make pre-tourney deals 
to divide the jackpot. In fact, Camp- 
bell almost dealt himself out, retain- 
ing only $12,500 of his prize before 
taxes. 


Since January had never made 
an ace, he wasn’t besieged with 
partnership offers before the tour- 
ney started. If none of his com- 
rades duplicate the feat, January 
and Uncle Sam will split the pot. 


In one Cinderella swing of his eight iron, the 31-year-old 
January almost doubled his 1960 income. The gold-plated ball 
zoomed 148 yards and landed in the cup. 


—A Terrible Jolt for Tommy Bolt 


January was unaware of his sudden wave of prosperity when 
he departed from the tee. He at first thought that he had lost a 
ball. He explained that the cup was the last place a man who had 
never made a hole-in-one would look for a ball. January believed 
that his drive had lodged in a palm tree back of the green. It had, 
of course, landed in a huge pile of greenbacks. 


* If no one else makes a one-holer, January will earn in one 
shot more than half as much as he has made in his pro career. 
Now in his sixth year on the circuit, January has banked some 
$80,000 in official prize money. His annual take has ranged from 
$25,797 last year to a mere $4,540.78 in 1957. 


Ironically, January considers irons the weakest phase of 
his game. He undoubtedly will revise his opinion after striking 
it rich with the eight. 


January’s good fortune at Palm Springs reminded us of the 
terrible fate which befell terrible-ttempered Tommy Bolt in the 
De Soto Open last spring in Bradenton. 


Bolt, who had scored an ace, was smiling and toasting his 
luck and wealth with writers in the locker room. Bolt had er- 
roneously assumed that the De Soto sponsors were paying $1,000 
for one-holers. 


—Aces Don’t Come Any Higher 


An official timidly broke the news to Bolt that the shot was 
worth nothing more than a one on his scorecard. No prize money 
was being awarded for aces. 


After Bolt recovered from shock, he corralled an executive of 
the car company sponsoring the meet. The golf writers had con- 
vinced Tommy that he should receive nothing less than a De Soto 
for his feat in the De Soto. 


A call eventually was made to the high man on the Detroit 
totem pole. No deal, the man said. So the depressed Bolt returned 
to the locker room muttering that he had been indeed unlucky to 
make a hole-in-one in the tournament. 


January, who has been playing golf since he was 7, was 
indeed lucky to sink his first ace in a meet where a one-holer 
is worth a record sum. Wall, for example, sank his first hole- 
in-one when he was 12, but none of his 35 aces have occurred 
with big loot on the line. 


When Campbell hit the jackpot at Palm Springs last year, 
Golf Digest reported that the $50,000 shot cost the sponsors $4,800. 
That was the amount paid to Lloyd’s of London for the premium. 
This year Lloyd’s upped the rate to a healthy $13,500, and added a 
new clause making it possible for anyone holing an ace to insure 
against another one by paying half the fare. 


So January can insure himself against anyone else. Lloyd's 
would have to pay January and the other player too. January is 
thinking it over, and examining what it will do to his income tax. 


The Digest folks did some research and noted that the pros 
made 29 holes-in-one in 46 official tournaments in 1959. Three were 
scored in the Crosby and two in the El Paso, so the pros posted 
aces in 26 events, making the odds against a one-holer in a tourna- 
ment only 9 to 5. 


They figure that an average golfer has one chance in 60,000 of 
scoring an ace, so a return of $50,000 for one seems fair enough 
for a pro like January.

In 1960 John Thomas, who 
had been aiming at world rec- 
ords every time he competed, 
was beaten in the Olympic high 
jump, the Pittsburgh Pirates
